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Comcast to shake up entertainment and information biz with stake in NBC

Comeast Corp. announced Thursday it plans 
to buy a majority stake in NBC Universal 
for $13.75 billion, giving the nation’s largest 
cable TV operator control of the Peacock 
network, an array of cable channels and a 
major movie studio, 

Although the deal could mean that mov- 
ies could reach cable more quickly after 
showing in theaters, and that TV shows 
could appear faster on cell phones and other 
devices, it was already raising concerns that 
Comeast would wield too much power over 
entertainment. 

Indeed, if the deal clears regulatory and 
other hurdles, Comcast would rival the heft 
of The Walt Disney Co.—which Comeast 
CEO Brian Roberts already tried to buy. 

Comcast, which already serves a quarter 
of all U.S, households that pay for TV, would 
gain control of the NBC broadcast network, 
the Spanish-language Telemundo and about

Tree hunters

A search of the mountains near the Oregon- 
California border was called off Thursday after a 
couple returned from a Christmas tree hunt, say- 
ing they got stuck in the snow for two days.

Jennifer, 38, and Keith, 36, had told their 
four children, ages 8 to 18, they hoped to bring 
back a silvertip fir, a prized tree found only at high 
elevations. 

An initial search by helicopter and ground 
searches turned up nothing in the Siskiyou 
Mountains south of Medford, where the couple 
got stuck for four hours last year while getting 
their tree, authorities said. 

The couple apparently had strayed into a road 
system that crosses the border into California, 
Rowland said. 

Like thousands of Oregonians each year, the 
Lees bought their Christmas tree permit from the 
local national forest office and headed into the 
mountains, police said.

White House social secretary getting unwanted 
attention amid state dinner-crashing scandal

Desiree Rogers described herself as “giddy 
with excitement” when she was picked as 
social secretary for the new Obama White 
House. 

“This is the perfect combination of some 
of the skill sets that I have,” she told the 
Tribune at the time. “I don’t think it can 
get much better than this.” 

But ayear and one gaffe-ridden state din- 
ner later, it could be a lot better for Rogers. 
The former head of the Illinois Lottery 
and Peoples Gas now finds herself in the 
Washington political cross-hairs after a 
security lapse that allowed gate-crash- 
ers into last week’s White House gala for 
Indian Prime Minister Manmohan Singh. 

The Secret Service has assumed the 
lion’s share of blame and has put three of 
its officers on administrative leave, but 
House Republicans are threatening to sub- 
poena Rogers over questions of whether 
her office ignored protocol for such events 
and may have contributed to the breach. 
Partisanship aside, the incident also has 
focused an unwanted spotlight on Rogers, 


whose position is designed to raise the pro- 
file of the First Family—not their social 
secretary. 

The 50-year-old Rogers, a friend of 
President Barack Obama and his wife, 
Michelle, has shown a flair for personal 
publicity in what tends to be a low-profile 
position. She has been featured in Vogue 
and Vanity Fair and boasted of the market- 
ing potential of “The Obama brand.” 

That has raised eyebrows in Washington, 
the nation’s center of power, cattiness and 
long knives, where some dismiss her as an 
imperious fashion-plate. 

‘Walter Scheib, the top chef at the exec- 
utive mansion for Presidents Bill Clinton 
and George W. Bush, said that from his 
first day on the job it was made clear top 
staffers were supposed to remain in the 
background. 

“What has occurred is unfortunate on 
so many levels: The president, the first 
lady and our guests of state were in danger,” 
Scheib said. “It’s a fact. Folks who work at 
the White House, their one and only job is 
to guarantee the safety and be of service to 


the first family and the president.” 

Rogers, a onetime Republican once con- 
sidered as running mate for former Gov. 
George Ryan, is no stranger to controversy 
or adversity. Six years ago she survived a 
bout with breast cancer. 

When Rogers was president of Peoples 
from 2004 to 2008, the Chicago-based 
utility was sued by the city and state for 
“massive fraud” linked to the Enron scandal 
that allegedly led to widespread customer 
overcharges. The scheme predated Rogers’ 
term at the company’s helm, but stonewall- 
ing of the investigation allegedly continued 
after she took over. Peoples agreed to a 
record $196 million in refunds. 

On Thursday, the White House made it 
clear that it was standing by Rogers. She’s 
“not curling up in a ball,” said a White 
House official, terming it “unfortunate” 
that problems at the Singh dinner had over- 
shadowed Rogers’ success in arranging 170 
parties and social events without a hitch. 

A similar message came from her ex- 
husband, Chicago financier and Obama 
fundraiser John Rogers Jr., who has spoken 
to her in recent days. “It’s out of the ques- 
tion that she won’t survive this,” he said. 
“She’s at the top of her game. She’s busy 
with planning all the Christmas parties at 
the White House.” 
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Gang members 
with guns will 
face prison time

Gang members caught with loaded guns would 
face mandatory prison time under a new law signed 
Thursday by Gov. Pat Quinn and hailed by Chicago 
authorities as a unique tool for fighting street crime. 

The statute sets a minimum sentence of three years 
and a maximum of ro years behind bars for unlawful 
use of a weapon by a gang member; under previous law 
such an offense was punishable by probation. 

Cook County State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez, who 
pushed for the measure, said she believes it is the first 
state law to include gang membership as an element 
of the criminal offense. 

At a news conference with Quinn and Mayor 
Daley, Alvarez predicted the law will withstand any 
legal challenges alleging it unfairly targets a particular 
group of people. 

“There could be a challenge to anything. We can’t 
predict that. But we feel confident,” Alvarez said. 

Daley likened the law to federal criminal statutes 
targeting organized crime. 

Family members of slain Chicago police Officer 
Alejandro “Alex” Valadez also were on hand at the 
Englewood District police station. His June 1 death 
in a drive-by shooting was cited as giving the measure 
momentum in Springfield. 

Three people have been charged in Valadez’s death. 
One is a gang member who was on probation for 
aggravated unlawful use of a weapon at the time of 
the shooting, the state’s attorney’s office said. 

He would have been in jail if the new law were in 
effect, the office said. 

The statute defines a gang as any group of at least 
three people with a hierarchy that engages in a pat- 
tern of criminal activity: The law specifies it is not nec- 
essary for prosecutors to show the criminal group has 
aname, insignias, colors, territory or other symbolism 
commonly linked with street gangs in order to apply 
the law to members.

Jahmeshia Conner was reported missing by her family

1 Asian carp found 


Tens of thousands of fish poisoned in ship canal flush

Dozens of boats combed the Chicago Sanitary 
and Ship Canal in the pre-dawn hours Thursday, 
finding a lone Asian carp among tens of thou- 
sands of poisoned fish. 

After officials launched what’s believed to be 
the largest deliberate fish kill in state history 
Wednesday night, biologists sifted through 
the carnage at dump sites along the popular 
shipping canal near Romeoville. But by late 
Thursday evening, they had identified just one 
22-inch Asian carp, an invasive fish that officials 
say has the potential to devastate the region’s 
commercial fishing industry if it’s allowed to 
enter the Great Lakes. 

While some might question a three-day, $3 
million fish kill if few Asian carp are found, 
biologists know the fewer carp discovered, 
the better the long-term health of the popular 
shipping canal. 


“We can’t say how many {Asian carp} there 
are out there. We're still in the beginning stag- 
es,” said John Rogner assistant director of the 
Illinois Department of Natural Resources. 

Illinois has been locked in a 15-year battle to 
limit the spread of the voracious Asian carp, 
which can grow to up to 110 pounds and can 
eat several times their body weight each day. 
When researchers found the carp were push- 
ing north up the shipping canal toward Lake 
Michigan, the U.S Army Corps of Engineers 
erected two underwater electric barriers above 
Lockport Dam that repel the carp when they 
come too close. 

When the Army Corps made plans to shut 
down one of the electric barriers for mainte- 
nance this week, the Illinois DNR responded 
‘Wednesday night by dumping 2,200 gallons of 
the toxin rotenone into the canal. Rotenone is 
deadly for fish but is not harmful to humans, 


Daley praises wife for her strength

Mayor Richard Daley put a human face on his 
wife’s continued struggle with cancer Thursday, 
praising her strength and dedication, discussing 
the challenges a wheelchair poses and lauding 
the skills of the medical professionals who care 
for her. 

“Like anything else, there are setbacks in 
life,” Daley said. “Any time you have a health 
issue, you have setbacks, especially in cancer.

Maggie Daley, 66, was first diagnosed with 
cancer in 2002. She has continued with an 
active public schedule, appearing by her hus- 
band’s side and on her own.

Documents unveil 
bogus espionage scare 
between U.S. and its 
neighbor to the north 


WASHINGTON Can Canada be trusted? 

In the midst of what turned out to be a bogus 
espionage scare over commemorative coins, 
senior Pentagon officials speculated whether 
Canadians—widely considered to be among 
America’s closest allies—might be “bad guys” 
involved in the spy caper. “Who knows?” one 
official wrote in secret e-mails obtained this 
week by The Associated Press. 

The espionage warnings from the Defense 
Department caused an international sensa- 
tion a few years ago over reports of mysteri- 
ous coins with radio frequency transmitters, 
until they were debunked. The culprit turned 
out to be commemorative “poppy” quarters 
with a bright red flower manufactured in 
Canada. 

But at the height of the mystery, senior 
Pentagon officials speculated about Canada’s 
involvement, according to e-mails marked 
“Secret/NoForn” and obtained by the AP under 
the US. Freedom of Information Act. The mes- 
sages reflect the no-holds-barred attitudes over 
an inherent lack of trust within U.S. spy agen- 
cies. 

In the e-mails, released to the AP with names 
blacked out but job titles disclosed, Pentagon 
officials question whether they should warn mil- 
itary officers in the U.S. Northern Command, 
who regularly met Canadian counterparts about 
classified subjects inside bug-proof, govern- 
ment meeting rooms. The rooms are known as 
secure compartmentalized information facili- 
ties, or SKIFs. 

“Isn't the Canadian piece something that 
should be briefed to Northcom since the 
Canadians sit in their SKIFs?” asked the

Pentagon’s deputy director for counterintelli- 
gence oversight. 

“Good point,” replied the Pentagon’s acting 
director for counterintelligence. “It is pos- 
sible that DSS (the U.S. Defense Security 
Service) sent their report to Northcom. 
Then again, I don’t think it is an 
issue of the Canadians being the 
bad guys, but then again, who 
knows.” 

Who knows? 

Canada is among the 
closest of U.S. allies, its 
continental northern 
neighbor and the lead- 
ing oil supplier for 
the US. The intelli- 
gence services of the 
two countries are 
extraordinarily tight 
and routinely share 
sensitive secrets. 

President Obama 
chose Canada as the 
destination of his 
first foreign trip, to 
underscore what he 
described as the two 
countries’ long-stand- 
ing and growing friend- 
ship. 

“T love this country and 
think that we could not have 
a better friend and ally,” said 
Obama, whose brother-in-law 
is Canadian, during his February 
visit to Ottawa.

“From the State Department’s point of 
view, Canada is a trustworthy ally,” spokesman 
Mark Toner told reporters, “I'd refer you to the 
Pentagon for anything else.”

Stringer said he didn’t think the next 
“Spider-Man” sequel would be in 3-D either, 
but a 3-D version of “Men in Black” was 
being considered. It was unclear what titles 
in Sony’s extensive film library might be reis- 
sued in 3-D, he added. 

With 3-D TVs, viewers perceive an illu- 
sion of depth when they wear special glasses. 
Sony has said it expects a third to a half of 
Sony TVs on sale will be packed with 3-D 
features in three years’ time. 





Higher ed: 
Class teaches 
pot growing

SOUTHFIELD, Mich. No, Med Grow Cannabis 
College does not offer a seminar on “The 
Cinematic Art of Cheech and Chong.” 

Go ahead and laugh at Med Grow, but the 
folks who run the school are totally serious 
about their pedagogical mission, which is to 
train participants in Michigan's newly legalized 
medical marijuana program in the finer points 
of growing and cooking weed. 

“People assume it’s a wild environment 
because of the stereotypes about marijuana,” 
says Perry Belcher, who teaches the history of 
cannabis at Med Grow, “but it really is a place 
of education.” 

Tt certainly looks like one. Med Grow’s class- 
room —there’s only one—resembles any other 
college classroom, except for a banner adver- 
tising the “Cannabis Counsel,” a Michigan 
defense attorney whose logo depicts the scales 
of justice balanced on a marijuana leaf. Right 
now, 16 students are sitting at wooden desks, 
jotting notes while Todd Alton delivers a lecture 
in his Horticulture 1or0 class. 

“You need to think of light as another kind 
of food,” he says. 

Alton presses a button and a slide flashes 
on the screen beside him: “The Spectrum of 
Light.” He delivers along, complex explanation 
about the different colors of light and how they 
affect the marijuana plant. 

“Tn the early seedling stage, the plant really, 
really wants that blue light,” he says. “In the 
flowering stage, it wants the other end of the 
spectrum. It wants the red light. It’s extremely 
important to know which lights you need at 
which phase.” 

Alton, 36, has a botany degree from Northern 
Michigan University and plenty of hands-on 
experience growing pot, although he’d rather 
not get too specific about that, He’s also a 
former chef, which comes in handy when he 
teaches his class on cooking with dope. 

Now, Alton begins the lab portion of his class. 
He unlocks two heavy padlocks and swings two 
doors open, revealing a pair of blazingly bright 
rooms containing 10 marijuana plants, This is

Lance Briggs insisted he was breathing just fine and his tempera- 
ture was 98.6, right at normal. As for that sprained left knee? 

The Bears’ Pro Bowl linebacker isn’t sure if he'll play Sunday 
against the St. Louis Rams. 

Briggs said he’s “questionable with the possibility of being 
possible,” which left his status about as murky as the team’s pros- 
pects after dropping four in a row and six of seven. 

Coach Lovie Smith shed a little more light when he said “it 
isn’t looking real good” for Briggs or left tackle Orlando Pace 
(groin) after they sat out their second straight practice, 

It’s not looking good, period, for the Bears. 

At 4-7, they need all the help they can get—not to mention a 
win—and losing Briggs would be a big hit for a team that isn’t 
delivering enough of them. 

The big blow the Bears absorbed last weck in a 36-10 loss to 
the Vikings certainly left a mark. They let Brett Favre and the 
Vikings roll over them for 537 yards, the most by an opponent in 
27 years, and they'll try to pick themselves up against the Rams 
(1-10), one of the league’s worst teams. 

“This team, we'll be good sooner rather than later,” defensive 
end Alex Brown said. “I hope I am still here.” 

At the moment, it’s not good at all. And there’s no shortage of 
speculation about changes. 

With criticism against him mounting, Smith acknowledged the 
scrutiny this week. Jay Cutler pointed the finger at himself, saying 
it’s “100 percent fait” for him to take the blame, and he also said 
there was no need for injured star linebacker Brian Urlacher to apol- 
ogize for comments he made in an interview with Yahoo! Sports. 

Many thought Urlacher was taking a shot at Cutler when he 
questioned a change in direction while mentioning Kyle Orton, 
who went to Denver in the Cutler trade. His point: The Bears got 
away from what took them to the playoffs in 2005 and 2006, when

they wore down opponents with the run and a strong defense. 

The problem is their running game ranks last, and their 
defense isn’t the dominant force it was three years ago.

He sees a defense simply not making the plays it made in the 
past, allowing teams to convert passes that would have been bro- 
ken up. He sees gains that would have been losses. 

And he sees why fans are “angry, upset and confused by what's 
going on.” He feels the same way.

The verdict: Eventually, “Brothers” pops 
a vein. The film is unsure of how to confront 
Sam's post-traumatic stress disorder and 
compensates by overplaying the notion of a 
love triangle. Until then, the movie is a wisely 
restrained examination of what makes a 
family, especially as people change over time. 
The heavy material needs the actors to keep 
up, and Portman, Gyllenhaal and Maguire 
largely do what they need to do to create 
relatable people trying to get by.

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Tobey Maguire 
goes over to the 
dark side for war 
drama ‘Brothers’ 


Los Angeles Times 
Shooting his latest film “Brothers” was no walk 
in Spider-Man's tights for Tobey Maguire. 

“T lost a lot of my joy while doing the movie,” 
the 28-year-old said. “T wasn’t even aware of 
it. | don’t mean it to sound goofy or artsy or 
something, but two days before we wrapped, I 
started telling some jokes and laughing, what- 
ever, and it was like a release for me. I hadn't 
done that in, like, two months.” 

It’s something of a relief too, to see Maguire 
looking much fitter than in the Jim Sheridan 
film, which opens Friday. He had dropped 
more than 20 pounds from his already slender 
frame to play Sam Cahill, a Marine captain 
who survives captivity in Afghanistan only to 
find his relationship back home with his fam- 
ily—and his self-image—changed. The role 
required the “Spider-Man” hero to lose himself 


in dark, emotional depths that his fans may be 
unaccustomed to seeing. 

The film isn’t all gloom, although most of 
the warmth emanates from scenes with his 
brother (Jake Gyllenhaal) and wife (Natalie 
Portman) before his rocky return. 

“Tn the area of our veterans coming home with 
traumas or PTSD or whatever, it’s one of those 
issues that isn’t pretty to look at,” Maguire said. 
“We ask these people to fight for us and risk their 
lives, and certainly potentially alter their outlook 
of the world or how they react to things. I think 
it would be nice for us as a society to have some 
more awareness of what they go through.” 

The current wars have so far proven hazard- 
ous ground for box-office battles, but Sheridan's 
remake of the Danish “Brodre” could be set in 
any time, during any war. While the film does 
contain some harrowing depictions of wartime 
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action, it focuses on the shifting dynamics 
among the siblings, their father (Sam Shepard) 
and Sam’s wife and family. Maguire’s Sam was a 
high school football hero; Gyllenhaal’s Tommy 
is fresh from prison as we meet him, 

“Tommy finds himself to be unworthy, unlov- 
able,” Maguire said of Gyllenhaal’s character, “so 
he isolates, he doesn’t get attached or connect- 
ed, The older brother is such a strait-laced good 
guy who’s been good at things his whole life, had 
the attention of their father, ended up gettinga 
great wife and family and all of that. And when. 
I go away, Tommy learns how to show up and he 
learns responsibility. He learns how to care for 
people and gets cared for.” 

However, the good brother-bad brother 
relationship is not as simple as it seems,

ance of order. He has sort of played his life like 
that,” Maguire said. “He’s damaged from his 
previous tours.

Cool, complicated and impossibly sexy, Alex, 
the business traveler played by Vera Farmiga in 
“Up in the Air,” is a role to die for. 

She spars with—and seduces—George 
Clooney’s corporate downsizer (his job: to lay 
people off). She has collected nearly as many 
frequent-flyer miles as he has—and prides her- 
self on the efficiency with which she crisscross- 
es the land, briskly navigating hotel check-ins, 
airport security lines, rental-car agencies and 
chain restaurants. 

She knows who she is, what she wants. 

But when Farmiga met last year with writer/ 
director Jason Reitman to talk over the job, the 
actress couldn't have been less in the mindset 
of the character she hoped to play. She was six 
months pregnant—and “Up in the Air” was set 
to start production a mere 60 days after her due 
date. 

“I thought, ‘Aw, forget this, and I really 
thought, instead of meeting with Jason, I could 
just make my own audition tape, and keep the 
camera very close up,” she said. 

But she went ahead and kept the appoint- 
ment with Reitman, whom she had met a few 
years earlier when he was casting “Thank You 
for Smoking.” 

“And I couldn't find anything to wear that 
day, as often happens in your sixth month of 
pregnancy. My feet were swollen, I just felt so 
huge, and I sat down with him, and he immedi- 
ately started to talk about every single role I’d 


done since our first meeting—very specifically, 
so he really had been following me.” 

But even Reitman, a huge fan of her work 
in “Down to the Bone,” in Martin Scorsese’s 
“The Departed,” and in the unsettling thrillers 
“Joshua” and “Orphan,” wasn’t sure Farmiga 
could be ready in time, physically or emotion- 
ally. “When it came to this role ... | could not 
think of another actress,” he said in a separate 
interview. 

“She was perfect. And then I try to get ahold 
of her, and I find out that she was in her second 
trimester. ... I was nervous. I was legitimately 
nervous. I was like, “You can’t do this’—I went 
as far as saying that. And she just came at me 
strong, and with confidence. And in a weird 
way, it was her confidence that she knew she 
could do it that let me know that this woman is 
so perfect for the role.” 

Farmiga simply—or not so simply— inhabits 
the part of Alex. On a certain level, it’s a comic, 
casual role, and the actress’ repartee with 
Clooney recalls the crackling romantic screw- 
balls of the 1930s and ’40s. But there’s more to 
the character than first meets the eye. 

“Sure, their initial attraction starts off over 
bonus points and frequent-flyer miles,” she 
said of the relationship between her Alex and 
Clooney’s Ryan. “You could interchange their 
names. They are two birds of a feather. ... And 
then slowly she becomes the gal who really does 
make him sit back and reinvestigate his ideas 
about life and love.”
